POLITICS: CITIZEN’S BUSINESS 


The late Dwight D. Eisenhower once said: “Politics 
ought to be the part-time profession of every citizen.” 

That, of course, is the essence of democracy under 
our federal system ... the participation of individuals 
in the affairs of government at all levels. With another 
series of local elections behind us, and the big quadren- 
nial one coming up; and with the enfranchising of a 
potentially significant new group, the 18-20 year olds, 
citizen participation is an especially timely subject. 

A. well-reasoned and pointed commentary on that 
subject was given to a recent Bank Marketing Associa- 
tion convention in New York by Ross G. Buell, vice 
president for public and government affairs of Wells 
Fargo Bank, San Francisco. Personally experienced in 
government service at the federal and other levels, 
Buell contends that our political system “has endured 
and we have prospered as a nation only because of 
individual citizen responsibility.” He urged his fellow 
bankers in particular and other fellow citizens in 
general to “pursue legitimate political objectives 
through voluntary contributions of time, effort and 
personal resources.” 

“Politics,” he said, “essentially is the process of 
selecting and electing the men and women who, as 
representatives of the citizens, manage the public 
affairs of the nation at the local, state and national 
levels. Government is the actual management of those 
affairs.” 

Since “the basic philosophy and attitudes of the 
American people ultimately deal with solutions to 
critical government problems” it follows that our 
democratic politico-governmental system will work 
ideally “only when a substantial majority of all our 
citizens actively participate in the political processes.” 

Politics IS our business. Our vote DOES count.
